TEHRAN, Dec. 10 (Agencies) — Hundreds of thousands 
of anti-Shah demonstrators marched through downtown 
Tehran Sunday in a massive peaceful rally to show their op- 
position to the monarch. 

The army estimated 300,000 persons paraded down 
Shabreza Avenue, one of the city’s main boulevards. 

March organizers claimed up to 2 million joined what 
they termed “a referendum in the streets" to show Iranians 
want the Shah to step down. 

The seething mass of protesters virtually took over the 
center of Tehran for the day. Thousands of troops backed 
by tanks withdrew before dawn to the outskirts to avoid 
provoking a bloody confrontation. 

The army ringed the downtown section with roadblocks 
and several military helicopters hovered above the march that 
ended in Shahyad Square near the airport. 

There was no trouble during the six-hour march, despite 
warnings by army commanders that extremists planned to 
infiltrate it and trigger a bloodbath between protesters an* 1 
troops. 

Iran's miliary prime minister. Gen. Gholamreza Azhari, 
lifted a martial law ban on political processions two days ago 
and permitted the march in a bid to head off bloodshed. 

Opposition sources claimed huge marches were also 
held Sunday in the holy city of Mashhad in northeast Iran. 
Tabriz in the northwest and a halfdozen other provincial 
centers. 

The Tehran march was the biggest street demonstration 
against the 59-year-old Shah since his political and religious 
foes launched their campaign to oust him 1 1 months ago. 

Message fa Palace 

“No blood was spilled,” said an official of the National 
Front, the main political group opposed to the Shah. 

"Today we proved that the apposition is more than just a 
bunch of hotheads and dissidents, as the Shah's people claim. 
The message we sent io the palace today cannot be ignored. 
He has to listen or risk a bloodbath." 

The marches followed weeks of bloody clashes in which 
scores of persons have been killed and hundreds wounded. 

Despite the non-violence and discipline of Sunday’s de- 
monstration. the violence was expected to continue, Ayatullah- 
Massabi of Mashhad, one of the most militant religious lea- 
ders. told his followers during Sunday's march: “We have 
shown we want an end to dictatorship and foreign imperia- 
lism... .We must finish them.” 

The march was led part of the way by its organizer, 
Ayatullah Teleghanj and Nation?. 1 Front leader Dr. Karim 
Sanjabi, both of wbom have been’ jailed for opposing the 
Shah in recent month. 

Teieghani, from whose own home the demonstration 
began, said it was called “to determine the fate of the Iran- 
ian nation.” 

The orderly ranks of marchers snaked along Shahreza 
Avenue — named after the monarch’s father who founded the 
Pablavi Dynasty in 1923— past burned-out movie cheaters and 
banks gutted in earlier violence. 

The marchers kepi up a cacophony of chants led by 
mullahs, with bullhorns. Sanjabi was mobbed by followers 
and sprinkled with Persian perfume as a sign of respect by 
the chanting crowd. 

Men and women, some carrying children, wept as mar- 
chers passed carrying gruesome color blowups of alleged vic- 
tims of army gunfire. 

Marchers held high banners hailing Ayatullah Khomei- 
ni, the 78- year-old religious leader and mastermind of the 
anti-Shah campaign from exile in Paris. 

One banner read: “Khomeini is the leader of Iran.” 

Other marchers carried anti-Western banners, one cru- 
dely written in chalk read “Yankees go home." 

Westerners, especially Americans, have become the sym- 
bol to anti-Shah forces of foreign support for the Shah. 

Westerners Dee 

Anti-Western hostility, including firebomb attacks on 
Westerners' homes, has touched off a mass exodus of foreign- 
ers. Some 9,000. two-thirds of them U.S. nationals, have fled 
Iran since September. 

Ten hours before Sunday's march began, U.S. Air Force 
C-141 transport planes flew out some 980 dependents of Ame- 
rican servicemen based in Iran. Other planes took out some 
190 dependents of U.S. Embassy personnel. 

The airlift continued from the Iranian airbase at Teh- 
ran’s airport after it was closed for two days for the high 
holiday during the peak of Muharram. 

Sanjabi in a strong statement said Sunday’s march was a 
dear message by the Iranian people to the Shah. 

“To disregard this firm demand of the Iranian people 
will certainly cause great danger to the stability of Iran and 
tbe whole region.” Sanjabi said. .. . 

He described the “nationwide protest marches as a gfo

Sadat added: "We have now

*‘I made my trip because I 
am convinced that we owe it 
to this generation and the ge- 
nerations to come, not to leave 
a-5Scne unturned in our pur- 
suit of peace," he said.

Rhodesia guerrillas close 
school for African deaf 


SALISBURY, Dec. 10 (R)— 
Black guerrillas have forced a 
school to close, driving out al- 
most 200 deaf African chtfdreu 
from one of Rhodesia’s few 
specialized institutions of Rs 
kind, the school said Sunday. 

The guerrillas who raided the 
school 80 km west of Gwelo 
in the Midlands, on Tuesday 
night, said the school would 
operate better in the new black- 
run* Zimbabwe when it came. 

A total of 800 primary and 
secondary children were ap- 
parently at the school when it 
was entered by three heavily- 
armed men who identified them- 
selves as members of Joshua 
Nkomo’s Zimbabwe African 
Peoples’ Union (ZAPU). 

The students included 173 
deaf pupils aged between seven 


and 14. 

“I think there was one other 
school in the country catering 
for deaf African children. I'm 
not sure,” said an official. “But 
this was certainly one of a 
very few." 

According to official figures 
more than 1.000 African 
schools throughout Rhodesia 
have been forced to close in 
the six years of war, depriving 
almost 250,000 children of edu- 
cation. 

Two of the 10 European 
teachers at the school — which 
liej in a martiAl law zone — 
told reporters -the guerrillas 
robbed an office safe of sev- 
eral hundred dollars and tokl 
staff and children to leave a« 
once.

ANP said Menten reported 
that he was released shortly 
after writing a letter to the 
prince and assumed it was a 
result of Bernhard’s influence, 
ariHing that he said, "1 never 
wrote a letter of thanks to the 
prince and did not investigate 
whether my release was really 
owing to turn.” 

“De Telegraaf ’ quoted Men- 
ten as raying the prince not 
replied to his letter “but a 
couple of weeks later I was 
free.”

Soviets to end whaling 
in 5 years, paper says 


LOS ANGELES. Dec. 10 
(AP) — The Soviet Union 
plans to end its commercial 
whaling operation within the 
next five years, the “Los Ange- 
les Times" reports. 

The newspaper quoted the 
ohief Soviet delegate to’ a meet- 
ing of the International Wha- 
ling Commission in La Jolla, 
California, as saying the Rus- 
sians have no specific timetable 
for stopping various areas of 
whaling but are “considering 
the question constantly.” 

But the delegate, Viachedav 
Zemsky said the Russians, who 
with the Japanese are respon- 
sible for the largest share of 
the whale kill each year, will. 
6rst eliminate their whaling 
activity in the North Pacific 
and then » the Antarctic. Zem- 
sky estimated the Soviet fleet 
took about 3,000 white and a 
staaUer number of sperm whal- 
es this year. 
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The decision was based first 
on a “truly conservationist ap- 
proach,” Zemsky said. “And 
of coarse, economics plays a 
part. But sometimes, we make 
sacrifices for what we see as 
important long-range goals.” 


LONDON, Dec. 10 (AP>—

LONDON — 

The only thing known for 
certain about the worlds oil 
supplies is that they are run- 
ning out. 

How a nation or individual 
bets on oil’s successor as the 
planet's work-horse depends as 
much on political, philosophi- 
cal, economic, ecological - and 
military considerations as on 
technological problems. 

Nuclear power is the choice 
of the industrial countries, but, 
30 years after the atom promis- 
ed imlimited energy, this source 
is still as notable for its prob- 
lems and uncertainties as its 
potential. 

More than 90 per cent of the 
reactors in use are the Ameri- 
can light-water variety, which 
uses more uranium than any 
other type. Their risk factors 
are the subject of intense de- 
bate, and along with electricity 
they produce weapons material 
and poisonous waste. . 

A great deal of geological 
research remains to be done be- 
fore this toxic waste can be 
safely disposed of beneath the 
land or the seas. • - 

The nuclear industry itself is 
depressed because, energy de- 
mands in the West have not 
risen over the past few years 
as rapidly as had been predte- 


slightly more than half that. 

Most Western planners look 
past conventional nuclear plants 
to “fast breeders.'’ Most of 
ri ch reactors bum plutonium, 
arid produce more fuel than 
they consume. 

Yet both President Jimmy 
Carter and the environmental 
movement hold chat plutonium, 
both highly poisonous and an 
excellent weapons ingredient, is 
too dangerous a product upon 
which to base the world’s eco- 
nomy. 

Experts are examining ways

The United States, the Euro- 
pean Common Market, Japan 
and the Soviet Union are all 
building a “next generation" 
fusion device and some of these 
are expected to pass the “break- 
even point,” where they pro- 
duce more energy than they 
consume. 

Fusion, as i* is now under- 
stood, produces no radioactive 
waste and its fuel can be ob- 
tained from sea water. Yet the 
first reactors will be massive

For these nations, solar 
power also offers the advan- 
tages of bong labor intensive 
and requiring relatively simjrie 
technology. 

Photovoltaic celis, which 
turn sunlight directly into elec- 
tricity, provide kilowjiis costing 
about 10 times as much as blo- 
watxs from fossil fuel plants. 

But prices have been falling 
steadily and rapkfiy.

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Remote and mysterious Zafar Dhibin 
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By Anne Chadwick 

SANAA — -Remote, myster- 
ious and spectacularly beauti- 
ful, the fortress-village of Za- 
far Dbrbin rests with the lure 
■ of history' high in the moun- 
tains of North Yemen. Parts 
of it dale back eight centuries, 
while other' parts have disap- 
peared in the warfare of the 
1960s. 

Zafar Dhibin lies about two 
and t half hours' drive north- 
east of Sanaa. One follows the 
Saadah road to Ray dab be- 
fore turning northeast off the 
track into the Qa Hays for a 
- rough, basalt ride of about 27 
kilometers. Dhibin lies on the 
left, at kilo 25, tucked in a 
valley between Jabal Goon ah 
and Jabal Zarwah. Then, just 
ahead to the left, a minaret 
can be seen rising out of the 
mountain. This is Zafar Dhi- 
bin. From here, it is better 
first to ask directions to the 
village of Hadira, a little vil- 
lage at the foot of the moun- 
tain. From Hadira. it Is a 
steep climb on foot of about 
45 minutes to the main mos-

These mountains are wea- ' • • 

tbered, craggy limestone. In 
some ancient geological age, 
molten lava spewed forth in 
places, and you can follow 
these black tongues of solid 
rock cascading from the stark, 
white mountains. The . wadi 
bed became a river of lava. 


Today, the fertile volcanic soil 
proves an excellent medium for 
viticulture. In the summer 
months, behind rough black 
basalt walls, you can see a 
profusion of healthy-lookrag 
vines, and taste the sweet 
grapes. 


This is the top of Wadi 
Jawf, and if one continued 
east, the path would lead to 
the villages of Baraqish, Beida 
and Kiurbet Saoud. Above, 
however, is an excellent mos- 
que dating from the 12th cen- 
tury. 

Sadly, the whole complex of 
Zafar Dhibin was badly bomb- 
ed during the civil war, and 
most of the villagers never 
returned to their Conner hou- 
ses. It is a visit to a ghost 
town, whispering of forgotten 
riches, bygone days. 

The only two men that i 
could find who still live up 
there with their families could 
give , me little information 
about Zafar Dhibin. The m a in 
mosque is the burial' place of 
Imam aJ-Mansour and his 
sons, who they said lived a 
long, long time ago. In Sanaa 
I gathered that he was a 12th- 
13th century Imam who had 
imported foreign workmen 
from Baghdad and Persia to 
decorate the mosques in his 
mountain stronghold. 

As you come up to Zafar . 
Dhibin from Hadira, the first 
thing you see is the main mos- 
que with its burnt-brick mi- 
naret. It is buMt around . a 
courtyard, which has a some- 
what dilapidated air. All along 
the east and west sides the 
original columns have collaps- 
ed and been repaired by rough 
stone walling. You can see the 
original tri-foiiate arches on 
the facade of the main prayer 
room. Much of their design 
work has been masked by lime 
piaster, but it is still easy to 
imaging their former splendor. 

Once inside the main part.

The remains of Imam Man- 
sour and his sons are boused 
in separate domed shrines, 
each decorated with intricate 
plasierwork. too. 


This is by no means the ex- 
tent of the site. Immediately 
above the mosque is a walled 
citadd. If you were to skirt 
round it on the east side and 
head northwards, you sudden- 
ly come across what looks to 
be' a fairy castle ahead, per- 
ched high up on a rock. Be- 
fore you reach the rather pre- 
cipitous path up to it, you 
descend into a narrow col bet- 
ween the two higher rocky 
outcrops. Here there is a com- 
plex system of tanks, now no 
longer used, displaying a for- 
mer high standard of water 
conservation and hydraulic 
knowledge: The feeder chan- 
nels, which would have relied 
entirely on run-off in the rainy 
seasons, can be traced right 
round to the mountain to the 
west of the northern most ci- 
tadel. 


The northern citadd was 
the Imam’s real stronghold, 
his final resort in times of 
trouble and siege. Its virtual 
impregnability emphasizes 
those troubled centuries of the 
Zaydi Imamate. Dynasties ap- 
peared and disappeared with 
equal rapidity, just as the cen- 
ters changed. Anyone who has 
studied Yemeni medieval his- 
tory will teU you of the com- 
plexities of such research.

There was no constant capital 
city or border like those that

China dominates games with 8 golds 


BANGKOK., Thailand, Dec. 
10 <APj — North Koreans 
broke one Asian games weigm- 
Ufting record and tied another 
Sunday as they broke a tem- 
porary mainland Chinese mo- 
nopoly on gold medals on the 
games' second day. 

The Chinese bad won the 
first six medals of the games 
and then won two more in 
gymnastics after North Korean 
Han Kyungsi, world record 
holder for the snatch, lifted a 
total of 235 kilograms in the 
52-kiJogram class. He broke 
the mark of 232.5 set by Iran’s 
M. Nassiri in the 1974 lenran 
Games. 

Han snatched 105 kilograms 
and tried to break his own 
world mark of 109.5 but failed 
three times trying to lift 110 
kilograms. He jerked 130 kilo- 
grams. 

Then in the 56-kilogram 
class, teammate Yang Eui-yung 
lifted 250 kilograms, tymg me 
mark set in Tehran in 1974 by 
Japan's KenkJcbi Ando. 

The. Chinese, who had won 
the games' first two golds*' in 
men's gymnastics Sunday 
night, quickly picked up' four 
more in shooting Sunday. 

Su Chih-po, defending cham- 
pion from the 1974 Asian 
Games, scored 560 of a possi- 
ble 600 in free pistol competi- 
tion, and led the Chinese to a 
team victory with a 2182 total 
to 2132 for Thailand and 2123 


for Japan. 

Chinese woman shooter Fang 
Li-chin won the 10-meter air 
rifle competition with 383 of a 


possible 400 and in the team 
gold medal competition. China 
had 1514 to 1494 for North 
Korea. 


China frustrates Kingdom 
with speed, tight defense 

BANGKOK. Dec. 10 (UPlj — China scored in the open- 
ing minutes to edge a frustrated Saudi team. 1-0. in the qua- 
lifying round oh soccer action at the Asian Games Sunday 
might while favored Iraq posted a late winner to beat Qatar, 
2-1, and Malaysia upset.

Sweeping back into the attack the Chinese repeatedly 
worked the ball into the penalty box, forcing Marwan to 
rrake three brillianc diving saves at the feet of oncoming 
forwards to prevent certain goals. 

Forward Ahmad Al-Sa«hir led the Saudi attack, just 
missing with several blistering shots — the last coming just 
minutes before the final whistle. 

In what was an unlucky day for the Kingdom. Jhe 
Saudi table tennis team lost 5-0 to Indonesia and the basket- 
ballers, who launched the Games with a victory, lost to South 
Korea, 101-70.

STOCKHOLM, Dec. 10 

(AP) — Nine Nobel Prize win- 
ners received their awards 
from the hands of the king of 
Sweden before 1,700 guests 
and ISO million television vie- 
wers in a ceremony here Sun- 
day. 

The laureates in physics, 
chemistry, medicine, literature 
and economics, from the Uni- 
ted States, Britain, Switzerland 
and Russia, were banded heavy 
gold medals, diplomas and 
checks. 

The prize winners this 
share about $825,000. 
owing to inflation that 
only one third of the purchase 
power of the finst Nobel Priz- 
es awarded in 1901 of 150,000 
kroner each. This year the 
sum in each of the five cate- 
gories had swelled to 725.000 
kroner (SI 65,000). 

The presentation ceremony 
went according to a schedule 
followed for decades and care- 
fully rehearsed “in shirtsleev- 
es" earlier Sunday. 

The chairman of the Nobel 
Foundation, Sune Bergstrom, 
in an opening address describ- 
ed dynamite inventor Alfred 
Nobel as “a romantic idealist 
in the spirit of his time, but 
also a realist with a restlessly 
creative intellect to the end of 
his life." 

First to be honored were 
the winners of the physics pri- 
ze, ranked first in the win of 
Nobel who bequeathed his vast 
fortune to scientists and wri- 
ters “who have benefitted 
mankind most." 

One half of the physics prize 
was shared by two American 


radio astronomers, Amo A- 
Fenzias and Robert W. Wil- 
son, who both weak at the Bell 
Telephone laboratories in New 
Jersey. 

The other half was given 
to Soviet physicist Pyotr Kapit- 
sa, oldest of the laureates at 
84. 

Peter Mitchell, a 58-year old 
British chemist, received the 
chemistry prize for “bioener- 
getic” studies of the chemical 
processes responsible for ener- 
gy supply and energy transfer 
of all Irving cells. 

The three medicine prize 
winners were Werner Arber, 
49-year-old professor at Basle 
University, who shared the 
prize wkh two Americans — 
Daniel Nathans, 50, of Wil- 
mington, Delaware, and New 
Yorker Hamilton Smith, 47, 
both microbiologists at Johns 
Hopkins University Medical 
School in Baltimore, Mary- 
land.

command between himself and 
me Angolan people. 

Neto's speech follows an 
Angolan News Agency (AN- 
GOpj statement Saturday that 
Prime Minister Lopo do Nas- 
cimento and Economics Minis- 
ter Carlos Rocha Dilowa were 
sacked from their government 
and Politburo posts by the 
government Central Commit- 
tee. 

AN GOP said Sunday reports 
tha t Neto would abandon his 
post to a general appointed to 
replace turn were “ridiculous 
and totally false.'* 

Neto said he would be "very 
sad indeed*' if he were ousted 
as head of slate but that prou- 


lems of stare needed to be 
dealt with objectively and with- 
out personal considerations. , 

He criticized the MPLA for 
not being active in Angola and 
that "Us representation among 
the people” was poor, the radio 
said, lhe government would 
correct this, he said. 

The president also said some 


government officials would b 
sent to rural areas from JLuaa 
da to streamline the govern 
ment and improve contact wkJ 
the people. 

He was in favor of a mode 
rate degree of private enter' 
prise in the country and tha 
would not clash with the 
MPLA’s nationalist policies.
